The OSS representative in Tandy has transmitted the 
following information: 

On the night of 9 March, the Japanese Military Staff 
in Bangkok demanded that Thailand close itB Indo-China border, 
seise the arms of all French soldiers crossing the border, and 
arrest all Indo-Chinese and French residents in Thailand. Fur¬ 


thermore, the Thai were refused contact eith their diplomatic 
representatives in Indo-China. The Japanese explained that 
their request for further controls in Indo-China had been re¬ 
fused by the Decoux Government oo the morning of 9 March, there¬ 
upon the Japanese took over the control of all communications 
and began disarming French Indo-China troops and poll*e. Fight¬ 
ing had begun by tne night of 9 March sith the Japanese moving 
•gainst French lndo-Chin<i positions at Saigon and H*noi. 

The Thai Cabinet, being in no position to resist, 
agreed to comply sith the Japanese demands and to hold Thai 
troops in a state of readiness.

S the lneptnesa of Anglo-Amorlonn propaganda, which they 
aim la playing dlreotly Into Ooebbel's hands and la 
stiffening the resistance of the average Oerman, thus 
prolonging the war. 

Hitler no longer Teels at home in Berchtoagaden, 
and instead spenda much of his timo In the village of Dorfen, 
between Muehldorf and Wnaserburg and about 15 kilometers from 
Waaserburg. Himmler'a headquarters and personal staff are 
reported to be established at Fuachl on the Wolfgangsee. 

Colonel von Llnstow, then Chief of Staff to 8tulp- 
nagel in Paris, wus hanged for arresting 88 lenders in the 
Frenoh capital on 20 July, apparently in connection with the 
attempt on Hitler's life. Gtulpnagel attempted suicide, but 
is reported still to be alive, though blinded.

SUMMARY 


1. The gradual deterioration In the German food posi¬ 
tion which began In 1939-40 la continuing at an accelerated 
rate. The sharp curtailment in the allotments of nltrogonoua 
fertiliser in 1943-44 was reflected In a considerable reduc¬ 
tion in crop yields In 1944 In spite of generally favorable 
weather conditions. At the sane time, Gomany lost control 
of some of her most important food-surplus aroas. Gorman 
takings In occuplod Europo this year will be reduced to about 
one-third of hor total not imports and requisitions in 1943-44. 
If the loss of imports is added to the docllno In domestic 
production, it appoars that In ono yoar the total supply of 
original food energy dropped by 10 pcrcont, an amount oxcood- 
Ing tho total doclino of tho provioua five yours. 

2. Tho extent to which this doclino will bo rcflocted 
in an actual curtailment of tho caloric intake por capita 
will depond mainly on tho ability of the Roich Food Estato 

to enforce tho nocossary adjustments in food production and 
utilization.

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doubt but that tho broakdown of transportstion, tho foar of 
inflation and insecurity, and tho 3hortago of industrial goods 
available to farmoro will incroaso the roluctanoo of farmors 
to surrender their produoo through legal channola. Hoarding 
of storablo foodstuffs may bo oxpoctod to incroaso at all 
levels of distribution. Tho urge to build up livostock herds 
-- in part as a hodgo against inflation and in part bocauso 
of the suitability of animal produoto for trade in tho black- 
mnrkot -- will constitute a powerful lnaontivo to divert 
crops from diroct h\unnn consumption to livestock foodlng.

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1900 calories, and the weighted average consumption of the 
civilian non-farm population currently does not exceed 2200 
calories per day. 1 Furthermore, the use of barley for beer 
and coffee substitutes will be curtailed and It appears that 
for the first time oats will be used as an admixture to 
bread.^ It Is Interesting to note that simultaneously with 
this further curtailment of German consumption, the Nazi 
government has felt obliged to raise tho rations of foreign 
workers. 3 

Oermany'a concern for her stockpile may be explained 
In part by the serious disruption of transportation caused 
by tho air war and tho Increased dotnAnds of her armed for cos. 
Tho more frequont the Interruptions In transportation, the 
grooter the nood for maintaining ample food stocks In any lo¬ 
cality threatened by such interruptions. Moreover, somo lato 
crops such as potutoea and sugar boots are t!vroatonod by 
spoilago If transportation cannot bo mad© available promptly 
after harvest, before freezing weather sots In, with possibly 
serious consoquences for tho food supply. Finally, food 
3tocks are exposed to destruction by Alllod bombing and to 
capture by Alllod ground operations. It la not surprising, 
therefore, that the Goman government feels lnpollod to raaln-

vulnerable sectors in tho German food economy. There la con¬ 
siderable evldenc? that local breakdowns In distribution, 
suporimposed on a gonorally tight food supply, nro contributing 
to the disruption of Goramny's war offort whoro it counts 
most .behind tho front lines, particularly in Western Germany.

In apito of thoao mooauroa, local food shortages may 
woll assume major proportions In tho 0 ourso of tho current 
crop yoar; but it is probably that tho full lmpaco of tho 
advorso factors will not bo felt until 1946-46.

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BrttUh Policy In Italy 

The widespread crtticUm of UrllUh action in Ihe recent Italian cabi¬ 
net crUU, In addition to focussing attention on problem* of Allied con- 
■uttatton In malter* concerning liberated terrllorl#*. ha* raised *ome 
doubt a* to whether the prearnt BrttUh tactic* of supporting rlghtut 
group* and monarch!*! leader* In Italy U well calculated to advance 
even purely DrltUh aim* In the country. 

Tor *ome time It ha* appeared that BrttUh policy In Italy diner* 
considerably from that of the other two chief All!#* The United flute*, 
a* an txtn-Europaan power without special IntereeU In lUly, ha* been 
primarily Interr-ted In the re-eaUblUhment of luly a* a peaceful, demo¬ 
cratic (late. ThU ha* been empha*l*ed by aeveral official lUtamenU, In¬ 
cluding the flute De|>artment decUraUon of 5 December, which by Impli¬ 
cation erltidied BrttUh Intervention In the formallon of the new lUllan 
cabinet, and dlssocUtsd the United 8Utea from the BrttUh veto of Count 
Bforta. The U8flll, to Judge by It* pad action*, take* only a *ec«indary 
Interest In luly but. like the United HUte*. tend* to favor lUly'i national 
recovery under a popular government representing all shade* of demo¬ 
cratic opinion DrltUh policy, on the other hand, would appear to be 
strongly influenced by a traditional concern for Ihe safety of British lm- 
perlal communication* along Uie Medltcrranean-Hed flea route. ThU 
policy U apparently being Implemented at present by two chief mean*: 
(I) opposition to the revival of Italian military power, and <B> an at¬ 
tempt. by supporting monarchist and other *oclally conservative force* 
In Italy, to secure a pro-BrltUh iullan foreign policy and to secure pro¬ 
tection against the *pread of Communism 

The decUred policy of all three major Allied power* ha* been to pro¬ 
mote a maximum contribution to the war effort by the iullan Govern¬ 
ment and people Theoretically, at least. UlU consideration outweigh* all 
other*, and the extent of lUllan aid ha* been made the criterion for any 
adjustment of the armistice condition* In practice, however, the lUllan 
military contribution ha* been relatively slight The number of lUllan 
troop# engaged In actual combat ha* been strictly limited 

lUllan political leader* have shown extreme restivenes* under these 
IlmlUtion*. which they consider Intimately connected with the problem 
of Italy's future In a world dominated by the United Nation* In the 
absence of official explanation, lUllan* have frequently expressed a be¬ 
lief that these restrictions represent a deliberate policy of preventing full 
Italian participation In the war, and ultimate responsibility for this poli¬ 
cy U often attributed to the BrttUh rather than to the United flutes. 
While conscription of two Italian mlllUry claase. U now reported under 
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way, It U not yet cWr what proportion of throe troop* will bo iued for 
front lino duty. 

A further mean* of preventing any revival of an lUllan mlUUry 
threat to Britain would be the dissolution of the former Italian colonial 
empire One reason for the Ilrltuh veto of Count Hforsa in the recent cab¬ 
inet crisis may have been 8for*u'» oonlistenl support of Italian claims 
for retention of the pre-rasclst colonial empire An ofTlclal British state¬ 
ment of November IMS, made without consulting the United Btalr# Gov¬ 
ernment. affirmed that the Alllr. (sic) are determined not to revive but 
to liquidate the Italian empire Prime Minister Churchill has described 
this as "lost. Irretrievably lost" Foreign HecreUry Eden ha* disclaimed 
any Allied Intention of returning all Italy’s North African poasesslons. 
and there Is evidence that the British Government also wlshro to abolish 
Italian sovereignty In Krltrea, Somaliland, and the Dodecanese Islands. 
The improvement of Britain's portion along the Mrdlterranrnn Rrd Hea 
route at Italian rspenae would not neceasarlly Involve British acquisition 
of former Italian poasesslons Such an aim could be equally weU served 
by transferring Italian temtorim of strategic Importance to neighboring 
states such as Prance, Greece, Yugoslavia, Egypt, and Ethiopia The 
resultant frictions between Italy and IU neighbors might even be con¬ 
sidered conducive to the establishment of firmer British control In the 
Mediterranean 

In Italian Internal affairs, the British, American, and Soviet Gov¬ 
ernments are committed by numerous official declarations to the elimina¬ 
tion of Fascism from Italy and a free choice by the Italian people of their 
own future form of democratic government. In practice, however, the 
British Government and IU repreaenutlves have consistently supported 
the monarchist and other socially conservative groups in Italy 

During 1043 and early 1044. despite Increasing evidence of the un¬ 
popularity of Premier Badogllo, Uie British Government long resisted 
every effort to replace him by a six-party coalition government. In June 
1044 when such a change appeared unavoidable, the British Government 
accepted It with apparent dissatisfaction, and Insisted that the new Boo- 
oml cabinet pledge Itself to take no action against the monarchy unUI 
after the liberation of lUly This contrasted with the attitudes of both the 
United SUtro Government, which was sympathetic and which declined 
to support the British in wltliholding Initial recognition from the Honoml 
coalition government, and the Soviet Government, which was first to 
congratulate the new cabinet on IU assumption of office 

Official explanations of the British attitude were based exclusively 
on mlUUry considerations Prime Minister Churchill In his speech of 22 
February 1044 slated that support of the BadogUo regime was based on IU 
• readiness and ability to fight the Oermans and thus llghUn the burden 
of Allied troops” and expressed apprehension lest "a more broadly based 
Italian government — might try to make IU position good with the Ital¬ 
ian people by resisting, as much as It dared, the demands made an them 
In the InterroU of the AlUcd armlro.” Though these argumenU are cogent, 
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their force has been >«k>md by Ihe limitations which were placed on 
the military effort of the Badoglto regime, and Italian obeervera have 
come Increasingly to the conclusion that the British Government favors 
maintenance of a monarchlcal-conscrvallve regime as a tool for advanc¬ 
ing Briltih political IntereeU. During the period of the ftrat Bonnrnl cab- 
inrt, from 10 June to 26 November 1M4. thla impression was kept alive by 
rumors Of British-sponsored conservative plana to upaet the six-party 
government, and by OhurchlU's continued warm references tn Badogllo. 
who appears to have played a prominent role In these rightist maneuvers 

Although the Immediate Issues which precipitated the cabinet crisis 
of last November were the leftut parties' dissatisfaction with the progress 
of the purge and attempt* to Increase leftist representation In the govern¬ 
ment, British action during the crisis has further strengthened this Im¬ 
pression The British veto of Bforsa was strongly condemned even among 
Italian conservatives, and widespread criticism was voiced In the United 
Stales and In Britain Itself The American State Department announced 
that It impacted the Italians "to work out their problems of Government 
along democratic Unas without Influence from outside." 

Further resentment was caused In Italian circles by the British at¬ 
titude toward the Committer of National Liberation, which claims tn 
represent the will of the Italian people The Committee has pointed out 
that Bonomi was IU candidal* for Premier before the fall of Room, that 
his cabinet was regarded as representative of the Committee, and that 
any claim Bonomi or his government might have to |«pular represent 
Uon rested directly upon them British authorities, however, publicly 
staled they regard the Committee only as a representative of the six 
parties composing It It I* significant that Bonomi. who had been criticised 
by leftist groups for his Increasingly conservative policy, refused to con¬ 
sult the Committee at any time during the crisis, although he interviewed 
both the IJeutenant Oeneral of the Realm and Allied authorities Thu* 
British support for Bonomi. who after a fortnight of negotiation* suc¬ 
ceeded tn forming a new cabinet without the participation of the Socialist 
or Action Parties, amounted in effect to support of conservative and mon¬ 
archist forces. 

Bonomi * success In forming a new government at the request of 
the Lieutenant Oeneral would appear, temporarily at least, to have 
strengthened the position of the monarchy However, In view of his fail¬ 
ure to enlist the unanimous support of the parties forming the Committee 
of National Liberation, there seems litUe prospect that the second Bonomi 
government will prove more stable than IU predecessor. 

Examination of the resulU obtained by British |«ollcy since the sur¬ 
render of Italy strongly suggesU that the methods chosen are not well 
adapted to the end* In view Even If the British were to succeed In Im¬ 
posing a monarchist-conservative regime In Italy, It l* by no means cer¬ 
tain that such a regime would always pursue a loyally pro-Brltlsh foreign 
policy. The mere fact that such a regime eaUted by virtue of British sup¬ 
port would render It the more susceptible to domestic attack, and all the 
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Communl.t Party during the put year eerm. to be attributable in tarcc 
meuure to the .ItuaUon rr.ul.lng from Hrltah .upport of the monar^y 

All available Information on the Italian aituatlon would Indirate that

YUGOSLAVIA: Tito Comments on Allied Military Aid and Amor- 

19aa -AlUt^de lowiijrLttjP Purtlium Moveme nt. 

The OSS representative In Casorta has transmitted 
tho following information: 

On 6 January, in tho course oJ a prolonged inter¬ 
view with the OSS representative in Belgrade, Marshal Tito dwolt 
at length on the attitude of the United Staten and American offi¬ 
cial* in Italy toward Yugoslavia and 'my movement", uo he called 
the Partiunn aotivitioe. In answer to a uuggontiort that tho lack 
of cooporntion end hostility encountered by Ame -lean field com- 
anndern was causing suspicion no to hio real objectivoa, both mil¬ 
itary and political, he asserted vigorouely that ho had nothing to 
hide. Ho expressed bewilderment at tho "nmazing" political atti¬ 
tude of oomo American officoro in Italy and repeated roportn from 
hie Acting Foreign Minicter, Smodlaka, of some "incredibly irri¬ 
tating" actions of Americans on the Advisory Council for Itoly. 

Tito suggentud that American roaotionariefl, incited by tho former 
Yugoslav Ambassador Fotich, had greatly damaged his reputation. 

"The majority of Americans aro oppooed to my roglme", he Bald, 

"but what ero thoy going to do about it?" 

When Tito complained of the paucity of Bupplieo fur- 
niohod him by tho Allies, it wna pointed out that tho Allien had 
equipped almoot half his army. In reply to his vehement denial 
official figureo were quoted. Thene apparently took him aback, 
and ho suggested half jokingly that they must inolude armr. dropped 
to Mihnilovich forces. At hio repeated insistence, Tito was fur¬ 
nished complete lists of supplies delivered by tho Allien. He ap¬ 
peared surprised at those and gave the impression that ho had never 
comprehended the full extent of Allied aid. The interview ended 
cordially, with Tito expressing his hope that one day he *ould be 
visited not with complaints but with 5000 American trucks to haul 
his artillery.

After oonalderable dlaouaalon, all polltloal partlaa 
in tha Italian oablnet have agreed on the appointment of 
Alberto Tarohlanl /a member of the Aotlon Party and strong 
supporter of 3foraa7as Ambassador to the United States. 

The Chiof opposition to the appointment oame from the Com¬ 
munists who regard Tarohiani as one of the strongest oppon¬ 
ents of Coseminiam in Italy. Many members of tho oablnet, 
lnoludlng Premier Donomi, ware hesitant, alnoe they felt 
tha ambassador should not oome from a party outside the 

E minent. However, after examining all candidates, inolud- 
Lulgl Hlnaudl (Governor of the Bank of Romo) and Qulnto 
tierl (leader of the Italian financial mission to the 
United Statee), they deolded that Tarohiani was the only 
possible choice. 8forsa was informed of this decision by 
Bonoml two days ago. 

Career officials of the Poreign Ministry have engaged 
in a whispering oampalgn to blook the appointment of Tarohiani 
with a view to appointing a diplomat or business man. Thoy 
have spread the rumor that Kirk does not favor Tarohiani and 
would prefer a business representative. Spokesman of the mod¬ 
erate left and center parties reportedly believe that the pre¬ 
sent ruswr campaign le simply a Poreign Ministry intrigue. How¬ 
ever, they have expreesed a fear that Its continuation might 
oreate tho false impression that the United States was aotlng 
In a manner reminlsoent of Britain's in the Sforxa case, and 
might handicap the resumption of normal Italo-Amerloan diplo¬ 
matic relations. 

/5S3 analysts in Washington ooament that thero is little 
relation between the 3forsa case (whioh Involved British dis¬ 
approval of a proposed Foreign Minister) and any Amerloan opinion 
concerning Tarohiani, since an ambassador is not oustomarlly 
appointed until it has been ascertained that he la persona grata 
in the oountry to whioh he is to be accredited. Tho parallel 
drawn by Italian spokesmen would indicate their strong sensiti¬ 
vity to any reel or Imagined foreign interference in govern¬ 
mental appointments^

The oronrholalng and popular election of Juan Josl Arfvalo aa 
President of Ouatomala apparently Indioa to a that the new government 
of Ouatoaala haa lived up to ita promise to hold honeat electIona. 

Although there have been nany rumors unfavorable to the govern¬ 
ing Junta , it is b howlng ita democratic intentiona by taking energetie 
aeaauroa to eradioate all reKiante of the Obioo regime. The armed 
foroea have been purged of Ubiqulataa ; the police have been ooopletely 
reorganlcedj and atapa have been taken to asalet the Indian popula¬ 
tion. A collate roviaion of the Ouatemalan constitution la already 
under way. 

Deaplte theae measurea of the Junta , the pro-demooratio, liberal 
program announced by President-elect Arevalo will auoceed only if the 
new adminiatration is able to mify the widely diaparate groups among 
ita bankers and to gain at least the passive sympathy of the Indian 
majority of the country’e population.

A. The Pro grew of ArAraio 

Juan Joe A ArAralo—who la to take of floe on 15 Mar oh 1945 — 
haa admittedly had little political experlenoe. Be wae briefly 
eaployod by Ubloo in tho Mlnletry of Education, but wae dismissed 
after attempting to institute educational reforms. He then lived 
as an exile in Argentina and taught for yeara at the University of 
La Plata, which was then noted for its liberal and in part even 
aoderately eoolallst tendonoiea. Last September ArAralo finally 
returned to Ouateaala to seek the presidency with a program of 
\thloal nr spiritual sociallea". Be hopee to giro speolal eaphasls 
to extending education in Ouateaala, where over BO per oent of the 
population is illiterate, but his party also supports nany other 
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progreaalve roforno auoh u tho encouragement of oooperativoa.

In tho field of foreign policy, ArAvalo haa exproeaod oppoaition 
to the ideology of Hlapanidad , which ho oonnoota with "tho baokward 
feudal ayatea of tho peat". Bo haa alao aado known hia hoatility to 
the preaent Argentine regime, whoao domoatio praotioea, ho feela, would 
have to bo inoluded in any inter-Aaerloan diaouaaion of ita olaia to 
reoopxition. He haa further pronounood hiaaelf in favor of oloae 
oooperation with tho Unitod Stetea and the eatabllahmont of diploaatio 
relatione with Soviet Ruaaia, while doaorlbing tho diotatorial regiaaa 
of Hioaragua, Honduraa, and B1 Salvador aa belonging "to the peat". 1 


B- Antl-got>»rnaont Ruaora 

The eleotlon of ArAvalo and the excellent record of the new govern* 
■ont indicate that it la alnoere in ita doaooratlo lntentiona, deaplte 
peraiatent ruaora to the oontrary. Indeod theoo ruaora nay be a de¬ 
liberate oaapalgn to dlaorodit the Junta at hone and in the United 
State a. Iaaaed lately after tho 20 October revolt ruaora began to olr- 
oulate that the revolt had roally been planned by old-line oonaorvatlvo 
eleaanta. The Central Amorloan Ooaooratlo Union deolared that aany of 
the faalllea which aided the revolt do, in effeot, "belong to the ultra-

12 The aeorot polloe foroe was also abolished, 
and its funds assigned to the Ministry of Education. The anti- 
alliterlatlo mood of the government la Illustrated by demilitarisa¬ 
tion of the Rational Symphony Oroheatra and by the deolaion to rase 
oompletely the fort of San Jos4 in the oapltal and to replaoe it with 
a "pleasant park for the reoreatlon or Guatemalan ohlldren". 18

At tha asms time tha Junta proclaimed tha baaio prinoiplaa of tha 
revolution, Including limited woaon'a auffraga, legislative repre- 
aantation of minorities, and tha right of rarolutlon. 16 Thaaa 
prinoiplaa aara than andoraad by tha Aaaaably, and ara to guide tha 
Conatltuant Aaaa*>ly whioh will meet in January to draa up a naw 
oonatitutlon.

D. Problems of tha »ew Haglaa 

Any liberal rarolutlon in Latin Aaarioa uaually bringa forth at 
once a new oonatitutlon and aany generoua plana for reform. Ouatemala 
now appeara to ba in thia atago, and the rafora aaaaurea of tha Junta 
ara not aurprlaing. aara parbapa in their intended thoroughneaa. 
However, Ariralo will Inherit aarioua problaaa from tha prorlalonal 
govarnunt, whioh m>y lead to hi a downfall if he cannot solve them. 

In addition to tha need for raforae, there will ba tha diffioult 
problem of holding on to tha government. Tha power of tha well- 
antranched groiqte which supported Ubloo haa not bean ooapletely 
liquidatedj they will ba alert for any opportunity to oust tha govern¬ 
ment . Artmlo will also have to rsoonolla Increasingly greater dlffer-

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RUMANIA ! Criticism of Soviet Activity by Premier Hadeaou 
Brings Promise of Help In 8olvlng Rumanian Prob- 
9f -Er.9<*.ucUon Tuiaxxl* - 


The following Information hna been transmitted by the OBB rep¬ 
resentative In Bucharest! 

On 30 December, Premier Radeacu la reported to have lanued 
statements to press representatives In Buchnront criticising 
Soviet activity In Rumania, charging specifically that Soviet 
removal of Rumanian equipment and 8ovlet odmlnlstratlon of 
transportation made it impossible for Rumania to fulfill the 
armistice conditions. Padesou also delivered a radio broad¬ 
cast on the same subject. 

Vinogradov, acting head of the Allied (Soviet) Armistice Con¬ 
trol Commission, Immediately requested an audience with Radesou, 
who Is said to have explained that he considered It his duty to 
have put the facts of the situation on rocord, and to have threat¬ 
ened to resign If tho 8ovleta continued to remove the means of 
production and deny transportation facilities. Vinogradov, who 
apparently was very conciliatory In his mnnner, roplled that he 
would do everything In his power to help Radescu solve these 
difficulties, and requested Radesou not to allow publication of 
his orltloal statement in the Rumanian press. Radescu agreed 
and the Interview closed In an atmosphere of frlendllnoss. 

Radescu later asserted to several persons that his statement 
had been made In order to obtain a clear-cut Soviet reaction 
whleh would bring about either his resignation or a strengthen¬ 
ing of his position In relation to tho Soviets. 

The above developments are regarded In Bucharest circles as sig¬ 
nificant Indication that tho Soviets wish to support tho Radescu 

I overnment. Observers have expressed the opinion that Vinogrn- 
ov's request for the suppression of Radesou's statement was 
made in order to avert a government crisis which might result 
In the fall of the Radeacu cabinet.
